London, May 2: Captain J. -- E. 
Pelletier, of Montreal belonging to 
the Quebec company R. C. R., has been 
invalided home and is now residiag 
as a private guest in a house in the 
west end, suffering from s#¢unstroke 
and wounds. His left leg, his neck and 
Tight leg are temporarily paralyzed 
yet he talks bravely of goirg back fo 
the front. His doctor hopes he may 
be mbie to leave and recruit his ‘health 
at Brizhton in a week or so. Capt. 
Pelletier confirms the statement that 
five or six Canadians were killed or 
wounded at Paardeberg by accidental 
bayonetting by the Gordons. As_ the 
Canadians fell back ion the trenches 
Gordons mistook them in the hali light 
for Boers. Capt. Pelletier says the 
Gordons were not for a moment to 
be held blame worthy. He expresses 
the, heartest appreciation of his kind 


trea'tment. Gen. Smiith-Dorrien’s 
command is highiy praised by the 
Capt. ‘of the Leinsters who is also in- 


invalded. He says he camped with 
the Canadians and other colonials sad 
the soldierly qualities of the Cana- 
diars enlisted aniversal admiration. 


The Bloemfontein correspondent of 
the Standard, telegraphing on May 
22 says: Have just ridden hither 
from Thaba N’Chu, along the line of 
our advance east of Bloemfontein. 
The distance is fully 40 miles and yet 
almost every point of concentration 
was contested by the enemy. Gen 
Rundle with the eighth division is 
posted: on our right flank with orders 
toa guard a strong and boldly outlined 
frontal position in a country of 1 
decidedly difficult nature. There the 
Boers have posted a number of guns 
of superior weight and range to our 
own: However, they ebow no dis- 
position to de more than keep in tcfach 
with us and to harass our advance. 

Further to the west Gen. Ian Ham- 
ilton with his division of mounted in- 
fantry is ; pressing nortwarfl Cen- 
countering only desultory fire. 

The Highland Brigade from Valk- 
rants have been engaged while Gen. 
Tucker, commanding the seventh di- 
vision, has moved eastward from Ka- 
ree siding and has returned south fol- 
lowed bs the Boers. Nevertheless the 
cavalry, owing to the greater num- 
bers of the enemy, have been prevent- 
ed from completing the movement 
that was intended to encircle the 
Boers on the march to Brandfort anc 
enemy are now prepared to offer stub- 
born resistance on an entrenched hil 
southeast of Kronstadt. They will 
probably abandon that position as soon 
as their stores have beon moved north 
of the Vaal river. 

Gen. Tucker’s attempt to advance on 
Brandfort showed the enemy to be in 
considerable strength. 

The colonial cavalry were engaged 
ard they lost 20 hurses while under 
fire from (pom-poims. The, Boers 
were, however, driven from their posi- 
tions.”’ 

Brandfort, five miles north, has been 
recapiured by the British and there 
is fighting around Karee siding.-Some 
50,000 troops are operating clear of the 
railway line. A handtul af Gerdon 
Highlanders made a plucky; charge 
against 250 Boers, and cleared the 
ground oi the enemy. 

The Spion Kop despatches were laid 
before the British house.

most. pronounced stand during the 
budget debate ia favor of increased 
duties on articies manufactured in 
Canada. While trying to prove to the 
farmer that the reductions made in 
the tariff have been of ne benefit—and 
indeed a positive injury—to him they 
have lost no opportunity nor stinted 
the language used in holding out to 
ths manuiatturers the hope of duties 
all along the line if they should be 
returned to power. It might be 
thought that possibly the leaders 
went ‘urther in their declarations than 
th ir followers would approve. Not so, 
The iesser leaders take an even more 
pronounced position than the greater 
ones. The whip of a political party 
must. bs accepted as declaring the 
policy bf the party in a special degree. 
Geo. Taylor, M. P. for South Leedsiand 
conservative whip, in his contri- 
bution to the budget debate on April 
17th. stated his position on the tariff 
thus: ‘ 

“I did make the statement and have 
mad: it elsewhere, and make it here 
aigain, that I am in favor of A \protex- 
tive duty on every article we can pro- 
duce or grow or manufacture in this 
gountrz. On every such article I am 
prepared to give sufficient protection 
to have the article manufactured, pro- 
duced or grown in this country by ihe 
peop'e of this country.” 


In reply to the minister of finance, | 
who asked if he was in favor of in- 
creasing the preseut duty on agricul- 
tural implemenis he said: 

“I say ‘every article,’ and if agricul- 
tural implements are not included in 
that term ‘every article’ that can be 
grown, manuiactured or produced in 
this country,’ what I say does not ap- 
ply to them. LDut if the present tariff 
is not sufficient protection to keep the | 
industry of producing these goods in 
Canada employing Canadian labor and | 
consuming ths produce of Canadian 
farms, | am willing to give sufficient 
protection to bring about that re- 
sult.” 

The ‘question of the finance minister 
was only necessary to get the answer 
in a condensed form for tha very 
foundation of Mr. Taylor’s complaint 
was that imports of agricultural im- 
ptements, binder twine an¥_ baxbed 
wire had immensely increased under 
the present tariff. He read the fol- 


lowing table showing the increase in 
imports of certain lines of implemenis

ed just as good or better, and sold to 
the farmers of this country just as 
cheap as these were sold. at the same 
time employing our own workingmen, 
cur own CGanadian bsys and girls, in 
the manufacture of these articles?” 

He also complained of the result of 
making binding twine free: : 

“In 1895, which was the last full 
year of the conservative government, 
we imported $121,605 worth of bind- 
er twine, while in 1899 we imported 
$818,412 worth— nearly, $700,600 
worth more of binder twina lajst, yewr 
than in 1895.” 

Free barbed wire was objectionable 
He isaid : 

“Now, these hon, gentleman put 
barbed wire on the free list. In 1895, 
we imported $17,682 worth of barbed 
wire; last yéar we imported $316,285 
worth.” 

Just where the farmer came in in 
Mr. Taylor’s scheme of protectioca fo 
Canadian industry is expressed--un- 
fintentionally—in the foliowing ,sent- 
ence : :

To clinch bis position as a high pro- 
tectionist Mr. Taylor, (who claims to 
be an ultra-imperialist) made the fol- 
lowing allusion to tha jreferential 
feature of the preseni tariff:

Clearly the conservative party 4s 
making a dold bid for the solid support 
of the manufacturers in the coming 
elaction. The promises made in ‘78 
wore not more far-reaching nor more 
definite than those made by! Sir 
Charles Tupper, Hon. Mr. Foster, Geo. 
Taylor, M. P., and others during the 
present session of parliament, While 
declaring,yto the farmers that the na- 
tional policy stiil exists, that the re- 
ductions in duties have been trifling, 
imaginary or absolutely injurious, they 
an» eareful to make it clear to the 
mianufacturers that their return) ta 
power wou!d mean an increase of those 
duties. As Mr. Taylor puts tt: =“Er 
the present tariff is not sufficient »ro- 
eetion to keep the industry cf pro- 
ducing these goods (farm implements, 
binder twine and barbed wire) in Can- 
ada, * * * Lam willing to give suf- 
ficient protection to bring about that 
result.” ‘ 

And who is to ba judge of whajti will 
be sufficient protection? Who can be 
but the manufacturers for whose sup- 
port at the coming elections Mr. Tay- 
lor was bidding, with the offer of the 
privilege of taxing the farmers on ar- 
ticles now free of duty: or increasing 
the present tariff, whether it is con- 
sidered merely revenue or moderately 
protective, to the former high’ pro- 


toctive standard.

BRITISH COLUMBIA POLITICS 
The politica! situation in British Co- 
lumbia is decidedly mixed at the pres- 


ent time. The one feature that stands 


out clearly is the pergonality of Pre- 
misr Martin, with his record as a 
strong and aggressive politician, as a 
friend of the people and the foe of 
monopoly. Hon. Mr. Martim 
for the radical idea in Canadian poli- 
ties, and it is slrange that’ he should 
have the courage to chalienge public 
opinion in the uitra-conservative pro- 
vince of British Columbia,—conserva- 
tive in the general as well as, or rather 
than, in, the political sense. But cour- 
age is one of the ieading features in 
Mr. Martin’s character and one of the 
principal reasons for his success. Cour- 
age in a leader inspires confidence in

what makes political success. . That 
British Columbia is essentially con- 
servative in its social as well as its 
political ideas is not a matter that is 
it is the pride oz {che 
provines and particularly of its capit- 
that it is so thoroughly 


political, transplanted to the Paciiic 
coast, without having ben tainted by 
the touch of the newer ideas and meth- 
ods cf the western continent. With 
such a feeling prevalent amongst the 
dominant classes of the province, Mr. 
Martin is necessarily met by, what, 
under ordinary circumstances, would 
be a solid opposition; but which under 
present circumstances is divided into 
several factions by local, social and 
political questions: Whild ‘atmjongst 
certain classes (and it may be said the 
dominant classes) in British Colum- 
bia the feeling is essexitially opposed 
to the radicalism of Mr. Martin, there 


probably the most numerous class of 
people, who are modern in ideas and 
radical in their political views, and 
these find the full expression of fwveir 
views and ideas in the folitical plat- 
form, and especially in the strong and 
aggressive personality, of Mr. Martin. 
In the Kootenay mining country apd in | 
the terminal city of Vancouver the 
trend of popular feeling is as necessar- 
ily in favor of the Martin side of ‘the 
argument as that in Victoria anid: fm 
the older settled parts of the country 
is against it. Whatever his ‘views 
may, be, Martin stands for the new 
British Columbia against the old, and 
it is universally admitted that the 
British Columbia of the past cannot 
be the British Columbia of the future, 
that ‘there is a change going on-which 
must find expression in political as 
well as ‘in other affairs. The move- 
ment of time is necessarily in Martin’s 
favor. The clear cut issue which he 
presents in his declaration of policy 
is protection of industry! algainst 
monopoly, as represented hy the eight 
hour law and protection from Chinese 
competition for white miners. This 
may not seem to be on a par with the 
great issues which generally, divide 
political parties, but the circumstances 
in British Columbia are such that the 
great issue in that province is express- 
ed by those propositions. British Co- 
lumbia by reason of its situation ang 
the government from which it bias 
suffered in palst years, is more thor- 
oughly in the hands of monopolies of 
lamd, of railway, and of mining com- 
panies than any other province of the 
Dominion. At ithe same time it’ ig 
threatened with industrial annexa- 
tion to China. .(Whether Martin's 
propositions meet the case or not, they 
certainly appeal to the popular mind 
as being intended in the popular inter- 
est, and the fact that he is being op- 
posed by all the monopolies and com-

PARLIAMENT. 
Ottawa, Apri! 21, 1900. 

This is the eightieth day since the 
Oponing of parliament and the only 
important item: cf public business so 
far disposed of is the contingent vote. 
The. hores of a short session that(Wwere 
entertained at the beginning have 
come to naught in the budget debate 
which dragged wearily on from day to 
day, and week to week until the East- 
er holidays. It is generally considered 
thnit such a break as is made by tha 
Easter holidays stall mark a change 
in =he progress of ihe session. That 
before Easte> work is preliminary, but 
after Easter it is business. Not so in 
this case, however, A thin house as- 
sembied on Tuesday last to. hear the 
resumption of the Judget debate, and 
althouch that debate was continued 
during Wednesday, Thursday iard 
Friday there is no more indication of 
its being concluded than there was thé 
sexcopd day aiter Mr. Fieiding miade 
the. opening speech. The slim at- 
tendance in the House indicates clearly 
that there is no imimediate praspect 
0: a concinsiun being reached. With 
the end of the dubate there isalwaysia 
possibility. of a vote, aud the members 
are hustled tozether in fuil force for 
such a contingency. 

Although ‘the speeches during the 
past week have been deliverd practi- 
cally +o empty benches, it was not be- 
caus? they were not in themselves good 
speeches, or did not contain a great 
deal of valuabie informaiion. It was 
because the quesiion had been already 
thrashed out. Nothing new in ihe 
way of party policy was beiag intro- 
duced or was likelv te be introduced, 
and each «peech was simply a re-state- 
ment o: the case from the point of view 
of the speaker addressed to his con- 
etituenis rather than to the House. 
Being addressed to the constituency, 
the speaker felt i* necessary to cover 
the whole ground. Hence the great 
length of the speeches and the rehash 
of subjects already dealt with. The 
system by which u member gets his 
gpeech before his constituents is as 
follows: It is fully reported in Hans- 
ard. An arrangement is made with 
the Queen’s Printer whereby severa! 
thousand extra eepies of so much of 
Hansard as contzins the speech are 
printed and piaced at the disposal o7 
the member at a comparatively low 
price. He then, having access to the 
voters’ list of the constituency, pro- 
ceeds to cause to be addressed to every 
voter a copy of the speech. Thus the 
voters of each constituency are fy! ly 
informed as to the position taken hy 
their membcr in the questions of the 
budget, and ore not likesy to be as 
well informed regarding the method 
in wiich thos? questions ax ideali 
with by avy other member of the 
Zouse, leader or lesser light. however 
able. The system is thorough and 
makes a use of Hansard which was 
never intended, and which, indeed, has 
grown to be an abuse. Not in that 
epeeches delivered in the Housee are 
printed in full and thoraughly! slis- 
tributed in the constituenceies, That 
is merely carrying out the proper 
purpose of Hansard; but the abuse is 
that speeches are made for the purpose 
of being so distributed that otherwise 
never would be made, which are noi 
listened to in the House, and which 
take fup the time of parliament andfeo 
cost the country vast sums of money 
out of all proportion tol the value re- 
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sulting ‘to any. person from the cir- 


‘culation oi th: speeches. 


A break in the budget debate was 
made on Thursday by Monck, conser- 
vative, representing the French con- 
stituency of Jacques Cartier, near 
Montreal, who drew attention to the 
recent utterances in London and Paris 
o: the minister of public works in re- 
gard to the South African war. Mr. 
Monck declared that the loyalty tothe 
empire of the French-Canadians had 
boen very much underrated by minis- 
tor. He complained, also, at the ab- 
sence of the minister from the House. 
He had gone to Europa ostensibly 
because he was physically unfit for 
his parliamentary duties, put sine 
Teaching Europe he seemed to be the 
most active representative that Can- 
ada had. I‘ he had sufficienily re- 
covered his health to enable him te be 


co active in public matters in Europe, 
Mr. Monck thought he should be at- 


tending. to his parliamentary; cuties 
in Canada. fn

It is expected that there 
will be somethin, of a contest at the 
next, meeting of the committe: be- 
tween Messrs. Mann & Mackenzie and 
the O. P. R. in regard te the oecupation 
of territory by proposed branches of 
the nitoba Northwestern, which has 
recently fallen into the hands of the 
Cc. P. R., and which Mann & Mackenzie 
claim are trespassing on their pre- 
perves. When Mann & Mackenzie fall 
out with the C. P. R. there is a possi- 
bility of the public interest receiving 
consideration.

The patentea, naiu- 
ed Coe, asserls that he cam produce 
thirty per cert more batter from a 
certaii quar‘ity of milk Luan is shown 
to be ecntained in if by the Baissock 
tester, that the b&tter can be produc- 
ed ausciutely free from faint uo mat- 
tel Whit taint from improper fseding 
may be contained in the wilk; ~=ndthat 
the butter can be produced with ab 
colute certainty of the highest qual- 
ity. without special training on he 
part of the operator. There has al- 
ways been an element of uncertainty 
in the production of butter, which has 
been lessened by the introduction of 
professionali buiter makers and ¢he 
establishwent of creameries, but has 
not been altogether dune away with. 
Mr. Cole claims for his system that 
trere is absolutely nq uncectsinty, 
toat tae butter will ‘come’ ru thirty 
miautes bs the watch in ail tases, wich 
the quatity as above siated. H‘s rio- 
cess of churniug consists in che forc- 
ing of warm air into the bottom of the 
tank coniatning the cream. ‘This pro- 
duces a bubbling rmotien in the cream, 
Tesembiing boiling in appearance, but 
not in fact, and brings the butter pf 
the quantity and in the time stated. 
Of course machinery is nevessary in 
order to carry out the process. A 
double acting air pump givas ‘the 
pecessary pressure of air through a 
hose which passing into a tank con- 
taining water of a certain tempera- 
ture becomes heated to the same tem- 
perature, then passes on through an- 
other hese into the bottom of the 
cream tank, where it escapes to give 
the necessary moction io the. cream. 
lt is, of course, not adapted for farm 
use, but for creamery purposes. The 
apparatus is quite as simple as the or- 
dinary churn. The cream may be Eept 
etanding for from one ‘to two weeks 
before being churned, and is kept ata 
heat of about seventy degrees. The 
cir which is employed in the churning 
process is aiso heated to about the 
same degree. In taxing off the but- 
ter it is washed while still in the! tank 
ot churn, by turning on a small stream 
of cold water from a hose. This is di- 
rected amongst the butter, and as the 
churn fills up the buttermilk and wat- 
er fre drawn off by a tap im the lower 
part. The butter is thus washed with- 
qui. being toueaed by the hand or be- 
ing removed from the churn. After 
the washing is completed the butter 
i; p-moved and put into a butter-work- 
er where it is worked and salted, ‘the 
p Qsess occupying about iive minutes. 
it is then ready for being made into 
prints. While it is impossible to 
vouch for the claims of increased yield 
of butter and freedom from; taint, 
made on behalf of this process by the 
proprietor of the patient, these fre 
questions which can easily be settled 
by actual test, and which, if his claims 
are substantiated, would make a great 
difference in the butter industry. He 
also claims to be able to make a very 
good qnality of cheese from the but- 
termilk. : 

The butterworker used by Hien 2 is no 
part of his patent, but is well worth 
mention. It is not the ordinary cir- 
cular table and roller; but a large hol- 
low wheel revolving in am upright 
position. Inside and across the hol- 
low part of the rim of the wheel ‘are 
several partitions. The butter is put 
into one or more of the compartments 
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thus made in the’ Suside of the hollow 
rim, and as the wheel revolves and ‘the 
compartments in which the buiter is 
comes to the upper side, the butter 
falls out and passes between a set of 
four wooden rollers which gives it, the 


buttermilk remaining in it, after the 
washing which it received im (the 
churn. Having passed between ,the 
rollers it falls down to the lower side 
f the wheel, is again carried up nnd 
again passed between the rollers. As 
the butter is passing from the lower 
to the upper side of the wheel the, but- 
termilk is drained from it and passes 
away from the whee! through holes 
made in the rim. No water is used 
in this part of the process, all the 
washing having been done before the 
butter was removed from the churn.

~ which shall continue on this 


Sir, more than all I think Tcanicon- 


gretulate our ccuntry, Canada, on the 


pesition which sh: helds to-day, new 


and strong and hopeiul, with her face 
towards the rising sun, and her boson 
filled with high thoughts and lofty 
_ binbitions. Sir, this Uanada of ame 
was not born in a day, she was not 
brought forth in ea single hour. This 
Camada of ours, like «11 other coun- 
tries that have become grealti . has 
had her long yeriod of brooding and 
Preparation, as E said this afternoon, 
even under clouds and through dif- 
firmities. But as sure as she has had 
her period of youth, she is coming Put 
to-day into the period o{& splendid 
growth and splendia development 
half of 
tbe American continent fav many 
and many, a long century to come. 


What are the great causss that 
have played their part in building up 
this new nation of the north;? First! 
there was political and ‘geographical 
anity. There were no natural diffi- 
enities which daunted the people af 
this country, and which prevented 
them from achieving the political and 
geographical unity of this country. 


~ To-day that is accomplished, natural 


majestic and spacious rivers of 


barriers have been overcome, difficu!- 
ti#s between the provinces in inier- 
provitcial communication bave been 
vanquished, and to-day that unity is 
not simpl; written upon paper, but is 
an entity strong and vigorous, which 
has come to remain, and upon which 
a splendid development in the future 
shall ‘be built. But, Sir, there is a un- 
ity, if not a blending, of race and “of 
ereed in this country. Ther snay 
never come n time when the races and 
creeds of this country will blend one 
with the other; but there is coming ¢: 
time, there is now a time, and there 
will always be a time, I believe, in 
which unity can exist between people 
of different races and different creeds, 
with periect respect the one for the 
other, and perfect unanimity of feel- 
ing in th> great lines of citizenship 
and public endeavor. There isa unity, 
too, of communication and of intellect, 
like the veins and arteries of the TAS.

ity constantly fiowing and returning. 
The veins and arteries wre the great 
lines of railway couimunication, the 
far 
country, ‘mproved for the purposes of 
navigation, by the expenditure o- 
our money, the telegraph andi tele- 
phone lines, and, all these myriad 
means ofcommuaication which make 
trad? a common facior and a common 
inheritance from one end of _ this 
country tc the other. That is a 
unity, in the production of which the 
Liber'al-Cepservative party kas play- 
ed no mean share, and in the promotion 
oi which I hope in the future the 
liberal party as wetl, during its term 
in power, whether it be long or short, 
will work with equal fervour and with

Then, there is what you might 
call the unity of a broad and co-exist- 
ent. action of the people on the lines 
of labour and of industry.

The second report of Dr. Ryerson, 
the Canadian Red Cross commissioner 
in Africa, has been received. In the 
cours of his report Dr. Ryerson says 
that oa nis arrival at Orange river, 
660 miles northeast of Cape Town, he 
found forty-six officers and men of the 
Royal Canadian Regiment had been or 
were then in the hospita! there. Three 
of the men were pennilesy; having 
been taken ill before pay day. These 
were given a little money. At the 
suggestion of the senior medical of fi- 
cer Dr. Ryerson procured -bedding, | 
candle sticks, and many athei hos- | 
pital commodities for the comfort of 
the sick men. The money that is cabl+¢ 
ed him will be expended directly for 
the use of the Canadian sick and 
wounded, and for the use of the hos- 
pitals as mentioned above. There is 
much need for help. ‘Three thousand 
sick and wounded have been carried on 
hosrital trains to W ynburg and Ron- 
desbosch, besides hundreds in hospitals 
in Honey Nest Kloof, Modder, Kimber- 
iey and De Aar. Dr. Ryerson appenés 
the following list of supplies which 
he is Providing for the sick and) wound- 
ed Canadians: “The followings «re 
some oi the stores I am delivering, 
and will ans you some idea of what 
the Red Cross soziety supplies, viz: 
Jellies, jams, biscuits, lime juice, pat- 
ent foods, custard powder, soap, games, 
books, pyjamas, socks. pillows, towels, 
lamps, bandages. surgiqa! dressings. 
clinical thermometers, eau de cologne, 
Florida water, toilet vinegar, combs, 
tair brushes, tosth brushes, beef ex- 
tracts, ssonges, fans, mosquito neiting, 
ward tab‘es, ginger ale, soda water 
end many other articles.
